English rails at th at time 
were $135 to $180 p er ton.

The Democrats continu e to

ure p rop osed in the Senate rev enue bill, and 
a like resu lt will follow.

labor, and the comp etition of a hu ndred riv al 
establishm ents will make p rices cheap .

in all who agree with the au thor and driv e 
out all who are of a different m ind.

THE DUTY ON TIN PLATE. 


The free trade Buffalo Courier objects to 
the proposed increase of duty on tin plate 
because the canning factories paid over $20, 
000 in duties to the government last year. 
It 
contends that the increase of duty will exact 
a larger tax from the factories. 
But it is a 
fact that the men who have asked for the in­ 
crease and arc ready to go into the manufac­ 
ture of tin plate if it is granted, have made a 
plain, square, unequivocal promise to sell 
their goods at a lower price than was paid hut 
year 
for 
foreign 
goods, 
duty 
eluded. 
Perhaps the Courier can explain 
how the canning factories are to be taxed in 
the face of such an offer. 
The tin plate men 
are iu the same position as the steel rail men 
tw enty years ago. 
They said that if they 
were protected they could sell rails much 
more cheaply than England was then selling 
to our railroads. 
English rails at that time 
were $135 to $160 per ton. 
The first Ameri­ 
can goods put upon the market under the 
protective tariff were sold for $00. 
From 
that 
the 
price 
steadily 
fell 
until 
it 
reached $ ‘23, and at this figure they are 
quoted to-day» 
The Democrats continue to 
insist, however, that the steel rail tariff “ is a 
tax ” and that great injury is done to our rail 
road interests by its maintenance. 
But let 
the duty on tin plate lie advanced to the fig 
ure proposed in the Senate revenue bill, and 
a like result will follow. 
T ia factories will 
spring up everywhere, American capital now 
idle will bring satisfactory returns upon the 
investm ent, a uew field will be opened for 
labor, and tbe competition of a hundred rival 
establishm ents will make prices cheap.

A CHURCH QUESTION. 


The N ew York Sun 
of 
to-day says: 
“ There has come to tis an essay on ‘ The 
Church of the Future,’ containing, as the 
author him self describee it, ‘ a terrible ar­ 
raignm ent o f the civilization and Christiani­ 
zation of the present age.’ 
The pamphlet 
bears the imprint of the ‘ C. M. Mission So 
ciety ’ of Philadelphia, whatever that may lie, 
for we search in vain for an explanation of 
the title. 
The terrible arraignment consists 
in a denunciation of the Church for tolerat­ 
ing the licensing of the sale of liquor and 
remaining silent with regard to those ‘ hot 
beds of the social vices,’ theatres, operas and 
public halls. 
‘ Mammon ’ is also assailed, hut 
only incidentally to the main charge, which 
is that ‘ the rum traffic is our Baal, and lust, 
or, ip other words, the appetite for public 
amusements, 
‘ is 
our 
Ashteroth.’ 
The 
writer accordingly thinks it is high time for 
the com ing of that era when all this wicked­ 
ness shall be stamped out by a regenerated 
church, ‘ The Church of the Future.’ 
The 
sreat feature of this church w ill he that it 
w ill ‘exclude as well as include,’ that is, take 
in all who agree with the author and drive 
out all who are of a different mind. 
But as 
in that respect it will not differ from mnuy 
past attem pts in the same direction, it does 
not strike us as the grand, original concep­ 
tion which he supposes it to be. 
Nor are its 
fundamental doctrines, as he prescribes them, 
a novelty in theology. 
They are, first, * to 
fear G od,’ and, secondly, ‘ to work righteous­ 
ness; ’ but those articles of faith have been 
the basis o f ail theology from tbe beginning 
of lim e, so that there is no need of getting up 
a Church of the Future to proclaim them .” 
There is food for thought in the S u n > criti­ 
cisms.

WHAT THE CORPORATION COUNSEL SAID. 
“ In the ca se o f Suffolk County against the 
City of K ing ston, the General Terra has ren­ 
dered a decision that the charge for m a inte­ 
nance o f J ohn Gill in said asylum of confine­ 
ment of crim ina l lunatics is a cha rg e upon 
the City and not upon the County. I bave in 
my hand the opinicrti of J udge D ykem a n, 
which holds tha t the division made by the 
act of 1879 divided all kinds of lunatics. 
He 
does not hit the point raised bv Counsel for 
the (’tty, and I am not satisfied w ith the d e­ 
cision of the General Term. 
I recom m end 
that the City a uthorize (he Corporation C oun­ 
sel to appeal from the judgm ent of the 
General Term . 
Mr. H a sbrouek said he had no notice of 
entry of final judg m ent. 
The question was 
brought up ou demurrer and in order to take 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals it was 
necessary that a final judgment should be en ­ 
tered. 
“ 1’here m a y he an erroneous im pression 
that the judg m ent was taken by defa ult. 
It 
was not. 
It w a s merely a formal entry 
iiete; snry before an appeal could be taken 
to the Court o f A ppea ls.” 
Mr. H a sbrouek said the original claim was 
$1.700, with interest.

County, and a fter his indictment he was com 
milled lo the Hudson lliver State Hospital 
for the Insane by the County J udge o f S u f­ 
folk County, a nd afterwards he wa s trans­ 
ferred from that hospital to the City A sylum 
for Inmne Crim ina ls at Auburn, where he 
has since rem a ined. 
The County o f Suffolk paid $1,7(50.71 for 
his support a nd maintenance in the A sylum , 
mil this a ction is brought for the purpose of 
recovering from the City of Kingston the 
amount so pa id by the County of Suffolk for 
the support o f such criminal. 
These fuels are substantially stated in the 
complaint in the action, and it was also stated 
that at the tim e o f the commitment o f Gil! 
to the asylum he did not have, and bos not 
since had, sufficient meaus to support h im ­ 
self, not any la th er or mother or children of 
sufficient fina ncia l a bility. 
It is also stated 
n the com pla int that thè claim of the Coun 
ty has been presented to the Treasurer of the 
Ci'y for pa ym ent, and that no part of the 
claim has been paid.

but the county m a y recover the amount so 
oaid from hispw n estate or from any relative, 
town, city or c-ourtiv that would have been 
bound by existing laws Lo provide for aud 
maintain him elsew here.”

By sec­ 
tions 63 and 69 o f the charter as amended by 
the saute cha pter iu 1879 the City is a utho­ 
rized and required to raise such sums as will 
be required to pa y charged Tor ¡l;e support of

City 
poor 
for 
the 
year 
and 
in 
addition 
thereto 
such 
sums 
as 
sha ll 
l>9 
required 
to 
pay charges for the transportation, support 
and m aintenance o f lunatics, deaf m utes, 
blind, insane a nd idiotic persons who may be­ 
come a charge upon the said City. 
Under 
the statutory provisions, the County of S u f­ 
folk may recover the 
uioueys expended for 
the support o f tlie insane couvict at the State 
Asylum, from the cjty, county or town that 
would be bound to pi'ovjdi? f°,r aud maintain 
him as a pauper luna tic, not uuder .confine­ 
ment or indictm ent for crime. 


A CONCLUSION. 
This copcjusion is strengthened by the pro­ 
visions of section 22 o f the act of 1874, g iviug

“The people’s business.” 
At the last meeting of the Common Coun­ 
cil, of this City, Corporation Counsel Has- 
brouck said : 
WHAT THE CORPORATION COUNSEL SAID. 
“ Iu the case of Suffolk County against the 
City of Kingston, the General Term has ren­ 
dered a decision that the charge for mainte­ 
nance of John Gill in said asylum of confine­ 
ment of criminal lunatics is a charge upon 
the City and not upon the County. 1 have in 
my_ hand the opiuicfb of Judge Dykeman, 
which holds that the division made by the 
act of 1879 divided all kinds of lunatics. He 
does not hit the point ruised bv Counsel for 
the City, and I am not satisfied with the de­ 
cision of the Geueral Term. I recommend 
that the City authorize die Corporation Coun­ 
sel to appeal from the judgment of the 
General Term. 
Mr. Hashrouck said he had no notice of 
entry of final judgment. Tiie question was 
brought up ou demurrer anil in order to take 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals it was 
necessary that a final judgment should he en­ 
tered. 
“ 1'here may be an erroneous impression 
that the judgment was taken by default. It 
was not. It was merely a formal entry 
neceisary before an appeal could be taken 
to the Court of Appeals.” 
Mr. Hashrouck said the original claim was 
$1,700, with interest. 
THE PAPERS FROM SUFFOLK. 
The papers fro.n Suffolk County, in full, 
are as follow s: 
The Board of Supervisor» of Suffolk County 
vs. The City of Kingston. 
Dykeman, J.—In the year 1875 John Gill 
was indicted in the County of Suffolk for an 
assault with intent to kill and was in con­ 
finement in the County Jail of Suffolk 
County under that indictment. He was a 
resident of the City of Kingston, in Ulster 
County, nud after his indictment he was coin 
milled (o the Hudson River State Hospital 
for the Insane by the County Judge of Suf 
folk County, and afterwards he was trans­ 
ferred from that hospital to the City Asylum 
for In-ane Criminals at Auburn, where he 
has since remained. 
The County of Suffolk paid $1.760.71 for 
his support and maintenance in the Asylum, 
and this action is brought for the purpose of 
recovering from the City of Kingston the 
amount so paid by the County of Suffolk for 
the support of such criminal. 
These facts are substantially stated in the 
complaint in the action, and it was also stated 
that at the time of the commitment of Gil! 
to the asylum he (lid not have, and has not 
since had, sufficient means to support him­ 
self, not any tut her or mother or children of 
sufficient financial ability. It is also stated 
in the complaint that the claim of the Coun 
ly has been presented to the Treasurer of the 
Ci’y for payment, and that no part of the 
claim has been paid. The defendant inter­ 
posed a demurrer to the complaint upon the 
ground that it did not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action against the de­ 
fendant. A trial has been bad upoD the de­ 
murrer, and judgment has been entered 
thereon 
in 
favor of 
the 
plaintiff, 
from which the defendant has appealed. 
It is the claim of the defendant that the lia 
hility for the maintenance of the insane crim­ 
inal rests upon the County of Ulster in the 
first instance or of the Commissioners of the 
Alms House of the City of Kingston, and 
that no liability is imposed by the statute 
upon the City itself. 
ALLEGED BASIS OF ACTION. 
This action is based upon the provisions of 
Section 32 of Title first, Article second of 
Chapter 446of the Laws of 1874, in relation 
to the care and custody of the insane. That 
section is as follows; “Whenever any insano 
person in confinement under indictment shall 
be committed, as heieinbcfore recited, to any 
State lunatic asvlum, the County from which 
he is sent shall defray all the expenses of 
such persou while ut such asylum and the 
expense of returning him to sucli county, 
hut the county may recover the amount so 
Daid from his pwn estate or from any relative, 
town, city or eountv that would have been 
hound by existiug laws to provide for aud 
maintain him elsewhere.” 
QUOTING FROM KINGSTON’S LAWS. 
By section 67 of chapter 520 of the laws of 
1879, for the organization of the City of 
Kingston into a City. “ The City of Kings­ 
ton for nil the purposes of supporting Ihc 
poor within its limits, in carry lag into effect 
the laws of the sljjte for the support aqd fe.- 
lief of indigent persons, »nJ in relation to 
lunatics, deaf mules, blind, insane and idiotic 
poor „ persons of said City shall ba a 
separate and distinct district. The City of 
Kingston sball not hereafter be suhjqet to 
any quota.of county charges for the supoort 
of the poor, or lunatics, deaf mutes, blind, 
insane and idiotic perBon?, nor shall auy other 
portion of the County be taxed or required to 
contribute to the support of the poor in the 
City of Kingston or to the support of luna­ 
tics, (ioaf mutes, bliud, insane or idiotic per­ 
sons in or belonging to said City. By sec­ 
tions 63 abd 69 of the charter as amended by 
the same chapter iu 187$ the City is autho­ 
rized and required to raise s«ch sums as will 
be required to pay charge^T«*r (he support of 
the 
City 
poor 
for tjLa 
««t*qing 
year 
and in 
addition thereto 
such 
sums 
as 
shall 
be 
required 
to 
pay charges for the transportation, support 
and maintenance of lunatics, deaf mutes, 
blind, insane and idiotic persons who may be­ 
come u charge upon the said City. Under 
the statutory provisions, the County of Suf­ 
folk may recover the uioueys expended for 
the support of <he insane couvict at the State 
Asylum, from tip# ejfy, county or town that 
would he bound to provtdji for and maintain 
him as a pauper lunatic, not muter .confine­ 
ment or indictment for ciime. 
A CONCLUSION. 
This conclusion is strengthened by the pro­ 
visions of section 2? of the act of 1874, giviug 
the right to the Coflnty from which 
an 
insane 
criminal 
}• 
sent 
to 
the 
asylum 
to 
recover 
tija amount 
paid for his support from any Town, City or 
County tuat would have been bound by ex­ 
isting laws to provide for and maintain him 
elsewhere. 
Our conclusion is that these provisions arc 
sufficient to cast the obligation for the sup­ 
port of this insane convict upon the City of 
Kingston, The contention of the defeudant 
that the obligation was imposed upon the 
Commissioners of the AJips House of the 
City of Kingston, derives go support from 
the charter of that City. The statute pu 
poses the care and management of the 
poor upon such Commissioners, but they 
are required to furnish in each year to the 
Mayor of the City an estimate of the amount 
of money not exccediog $13,060, which iu 
their judgment Will be required for the sup­ 
port of the poor of the City for the ensuing 
year, and such money is raised by the City 
for ?nch purpose. So that the responsibility 
aqd liaUiliij' aud the duty lo raise money for 
it lie support of the poor in the City, rests 
fi.BftlJy upon the tpupicipal corporation, and 
not upon the CQnamissiqoers 
the Alms 
He use. 
WITH tiO&Tij. 
The judgment should therefore be af: 
firmed with costs.

The points made by the Corporation Coun­ 
sel are: 
First—That the amendment to the City 
Charter of 1879 does not specify that there 
should he a division between the City and 
County as to iasgne persons In confinement 
under indictment aud as g consequence such 
remain as before a charge upon the whole 
County.

Newspaper men “ are born, not made.” 
Style is intuitive. Good taste is also, iu a 
measure, and par.ly the result of education. 
Not one aspirant in I,0C0 makes a successful 
newspaperman. Why ? Well, he “ hasn’t 
got it in him.” 
“ THE FREEMAN’S ” ANIMAL STORIES.

bear stories are excellent reading. They are 
copied in hundreds of promiuent newspapers 
in tlte United Slates and abroad. During the 
past 12 days the New-York Ecening Sun lias 
reprinted 13 animal stories taken from these 
columns, due credit being given in every case. 
The Sun knows what is good reading. 
DESIROUS OF BECOMING JOURNALISTS. 
The New-York Mail and Express print! this: 
“ I think every young man and young 
woman iu this town wants to go into journal­ 
ism.” The speaker was one of ¡lie best 
knowu Managing Editors in New-York City, 
and lie passed his hand over bis troubled 
brow as he spoke. “ I get alioul 40 applica­ 
tions per day from men and women who 
want to l>ecome journalists, and the proprie­ 
tor of this paper gets twice as many more. 
A young man whom 1 know to lie making 
$100 per week in the dry goods business came 
to me and offered to work for $25 per weekas 
a reporter. It makes me a trifle weary. If these 
young men aud women knew bow many 
blanks there are in this lottery and how few 
prizes are drawn they would quit." This Man­ 
aging Editor was in a bad humor, but in* was 
all right as to facts 
There isn’t a newspaper 
office in town that isn’t flooded with applica­ 
tions for work. The prizes in New-York 
journalism are few. 
You are reasonably 
sure of drawing a Iffank pretty nearly every 
time. There are more than 1,000 hard-work- 
iug newspaper men in New York City. 
Outside of tbeir own offices and the New- 
York Press Club not two dozen of them are 
knowu to the general public. Those who 
are well know n outside of New-York could 
almost be counted upon Ihe fingers of a single 
band. The men who have draw n prizes cannot 
themselves tell you how they did it. All they 
know is that they started at tin* bottom aud 
got there somehow. This is not intended to 
encourage printers’ ' devils to throw type 
around, but as an illustration. Charles A. 
Dsn a is, perhaps, the most famous of the 
uieu who have drawn prizes. As editor of 
die New York Sun he draws a salary of $25,- 
000 per year, and from oilier sources his in­ 
come is swelled to about $150,000 per year, 
upou which he manages to live very comfort­ 
ably, aided by a French cook, whose income 
is bigger than that of a Congressman. Dana 
started on the New- York Tribune at a salary 
of $12 per week. He started in a small way 
from a town in the interior of Ohio. Joseph 
Pulitzer, of the 
New-York 
Wot Id, 
is 
said to clear $2,*000 per day. 
He is 
not a working journalist now, but not 
many ypars ago he was an ordinary reporter 
in St. Louis, and they say be was a bustler 
too. Whitelaw Reid”, as a matter of form, 
draws a salary of some $15,000 per year from 
the Tribune, but bis income from bis stock 
in the paper is several times this amount. 
Joliu A. Cockerili is one of die working 
Managing Editors aud newspaper men, and 
draws a salary of $15,000 per year from the 
World, and has an interest iu it besides. 
Coekerill was a typo, and fought his way up 
from the ranks. Amos Cummings is said to 
have an income of $15,000 per year. He was 
a compositor and a private in the Union 
Arm}* during the rebellion, and lie, too, 
came from the bottom up to where lie is now. 
Chester A. Lord, the Managing Editor of die 
Sun, has a sajarv of $7,500 per year. He 
started on a small paper in the interior of 
this Stale, and had to work hard for success. 
But he is little known outside of New-York. 
Georgo F. Spinney, as Mauaging Editor of 
the New- York Times, has a salary of about 
$8,000 per year. But he ljus been a hard­ 
working journalist ail bis life, and die salary 
is not so much, He, (oo, 
little known out­ 
side of New-York, There are probably 00 
or 60 men who are simply writers, like 
Blakely Hall and Julian Ralph, who earn 
any where from $50 to $150 per week, but, 
with the exception of the men named, and 
four or five more, they are never heard or 
spoken of except in their own homes and 
circles. At the Fifth-Avenue Hotel Ihe other 
uiglit Archibald Gunter, the author of “ Mr. 
Barnes, of New-Y’ork,” w as a lion. He was 
more courted than anv one at the hotel, and 
most of the young men around him are ambi­ 
tious to become journalists. If they knew of 
Gunter's struggles up to the time that lie 
succeeded in getting “ Mr. Barnes, of New- 
Y o r k ,béforer tl)e pqbjic, (bey vypnld jjesj- 
tgte. If they could go into any newspaper 
office aud sen bow long and how bard men 
work for small salaries, they would hesitate 
some more. And if they could go into some 
other places and see some of the wrecks that 
the tides of the years have cast up on the 
shores of journalism, they would go into 
some other business.

chiefs as light as dowrn; these arc scarcely an 
intimation of the things which I saw exposed 
for sale along that beautiful Broadway. 
The [street had a downward grade, and half 
wav down the great hill it curved to the 
right, or, at any rate, the continuation of the 
pleasures and beauties of it did. and ran at 
right angles with tne course I was takin 
but it seemed to me that the street itself went 
traight on down to the river, though I could 
see that it was not so compact nor so populous 
below tbe point where it branched off.” 


SAW STRANGE SIGHTS. 
“ As 1 meant to cross the river, I kept on a 
straight course, and, with some others, left 
the great crowds of people at the point where 
the street curved to the right. 
I remember,

WHAT THE CORPORATION COUNSEL SAID 
“ Iu the case of Suffolk County against the 
City of Kingston, the General Term has ren 
dered a decision that the '’barge for inainte 
nance of John Gill in said asylum of confine 
raent of criminal lunatics is a charge upon 
the City and not upon the County. I have in 
my hand the opinion of Judffe Dykeman, 
which holds that the division made by the 
aet of 1879 divided all kinds of lunatics. 
He 
does not hit the point ruised bv Counsel for 
the City, and I am not satisfied witli the de 
cision of the General Term. 
I recommend 
that the City authorize die Corporation Coun 
sel to appeal from the judgment of tile 
General Term. 
Mr. Hasbrouck said he had no notice of 
entry of final Judgment. 
Tile question was 
brought up ou demurrer anil iu order to lake 
an appeal to lite Court of Appeals it was 
necessary that a final judgment should be en 
tered. 
’ There may be an erroneous impression 
that the judgment was taken by default. 
It 
was not. 
It was merely a formal entry 
not e: sary before an appeal could be taken 
lo the Court of Appeals." 
Mr. Hasbrouck attid the original claim was 
|l,TOO. with interest. 


THE PAPERS FROM SUFFOLK. 
The papers fro.n Suffolk County, in full, 
aro as follows: 
The Board of Supervisor* of Suffolk County 
vt. The City of Kl ny»ton. 
Dvkcman, J.—In the year 1875 John Gill 
w;ts indicted in the County of Suffolk for an 
assault with Intent to kill and was in con­ 
finement iii Uh* County Jail of Suffolk 
County under that indictment. 
He was a 
resident of the City of Kingston, in Ulster 
County, and after his indictment he was coin 
milled to the Hudson Liver State Hospital 
for the Insane by the County Judge of Suf­ 
folk County, and afterwards lie was traits 
ferret! from that hospital to the City Asylum 
for ln-ime Criminals at Auburn, where he 
has since remained. 
The County of Suffolk paid $1,700 71 for 
his support and maintenance in the Asylum, 
md this action is brought for the purpose of 
recovering from Hie City of Kingston the 
amount so paid by the County of Suffolk for 
the support of such criminal. 
These facts are sulwtaniiatly stated in the 
complaint in the action, and it was also stated 
that at tile time of the commitment of Oil! 
to tile asylum he did uot have, and has not 
since had, sufficient menus to support him 
self, not any lather or mother or children of 
sufficient financial ability. 
It is also stilted 
n Hie complaint that the claim of the Coun 
y has been presented to the Treasurer of the 
’i'y for payment, and that no part of the 
claim bas been paid. 
The defendant inter 
posed a demurrer to the complaint upon tim 
ground that it did not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a Cause of action against (lie de­ 
fendant. 
A trial lias been had upon tile dc 
rnurrer, and judgment lias been entered 
thereon 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
plaintiff, 
from which the defendant lins appealed. 
it is the claim of (lie defendant that the Ha 
bilby for the maintenance of tlie insane crini- 
niii rests upon the County of Ulster in Hie 
first instance or of the Commissioners of the 
Alms House of tilt* City of Kingston, aud 
that no liability is imposed by tim statute 
upon the City itself. 


ALLEGED BASIS OF ACTION. 
This action is based upon Hie provisions of 
Section 32 of Title first, Article second of 
Rapter 44(5of the Law* of 1874, in relation 
a Hie cure and custody of the insane. 
That 
section is as follows; "Whenever any insane 
person in confinement under indictment shall 
in.* committed, as heieinbefore recited, to any 
Slate lunatic asvlum, the County lrom which 
ie ii sent shall defray all the expenses of 
such person while at such asylum and the 
xpenre of returning him to sucli county, 
but the county may recover the amount so 
paid from his own estate or from any relative, 
town, city or county that would have Iwcn 
bound by existing laws to provide for aud 
maintain him elsewhere.” 


QUOTING FROM KINGSTON'S LAWS. 
By section 67 of chapter 520 of the laws of 
1879. for the organization of the City of 
Kingston toto a City. 
“ The City of Kings­ 
ton for ail the purpose of supporting the 
poor within its limits, in carrying into effect 
the laws of the slide for Hie .support and fe.- 
iicf of indigent perrons, im I in relation to 
lunatics, deaf mules, Wind, I Mane and idiotic 
poor . persons of 
auld 
City shall lie a 
separate and distinct dfnlricl. 
The City of 
Kingston shall not hereafter bo subjptf to 
any quota of county charges for the support 
of the poor, or lunatics, deaf mutes, blind, 
iusane aud idiotic person!, nor shall auy oilier 
portion of the County lie Inxed or required to 
contribute to the support of the poor in the 
City pf Kingston or lo the supiwrt of luna 
I lea. deaf mutes, blind, insane or idiotic per­ 
sons in or belonging to said City. 
By sec 
Hon* 09 aud 69 of the charter as amended by 
the same chapter in 1879 the City is autho­ 
rized and required to raj*’ *»ch sums as will 
be required lo pay charmel} Tor (fie support of 
tile

year 
and in 
addition 
thereto 
such 
sums 
as 
shall 
Ini 
required 
to 
pay charges for the transjiortatlon, support 
ai d maintenance of lunatics, deaf mutes, 
blind, insane und idiotic person* who may In­ 
come u charge upon the said City. 
Under 
the statutory provisions, the County of Suf­ 
folk may recover Hie motleys expended for 
Hie support of tile insane convict at the State 
Asylum, from His cjly. county or town Hist 
would be bound lo proved* for and maintain 
bim as it puuper lunatic, not Utefef .confine­ 
ment ar indictment for clime. 


A CONCLUSION. 
This conclusion is strengthened by the pro 
visions of sect ion 22 of the act of 1874, giviug 
the

paid for his support from any Town, City or 
County mat would have lK*cn bound by ex­ 
isting laws lo provide for and maintain bim 
elsewhere.

The contention of the defendant 
that Hie obligation was Imposed upon the 
Commissioners of tim Algas House of Hie 
City of Kingston, derives go support from 
the charter of that City. 
The statute im 
pose* the care and management of Hie 
poor upon tach Commissioners, but they 
are required to furnish in each year to the 
Mayor of the City an estimate of the amount 
of money not exceeding $13,000, w hich iu 
their judgment Will be required for the sup­ 
port of the poor of the City for the ensuing 
year, and such money is raised by the City 
for f'tch purpose.

hand. The men who have draw n prizes cannot 
themselves tell you how they did it. All I hey 
know is that they started at the bottom anil 
got there somehow. 
This is not intended it* 
encourage printers’ ' devils to throw type 
around, hut as un illustration.

Dana is, perhaps, the most famous ut the 
men who have drawn priz*s.
